1. (i) Where the value of allocation approved by the Capital 
Goods Committee exceeds the rupee equivalent of DM 
1 million (the rupee equivalent being determined at the ex¬ 
change rate notified by the Department of Revenue (Customs) 
under Section 15 of the Customs Act, 1962) the prior 
concurrence of the West German authorities (Kreditanstalt 
fur Wiederaufbau (KfW) to the allocation is obligatory, and 
this would be obtained by the Department of Economic Affairs 
on the basis of the project data to be supplied by the Indian 
importer in the form at Annexure-I. Til! such concurrence 
from West German authorities is communicated to the Licens¬ 
ing authorities (CCI&E) by the Department of Economic 
Affaire, no import licence can be Issued in favour of the 
Indian importer. 

fri) The licence shall bear the superscription “DM 44 
mfitom West German Capital Goods Credit for 1930-81’’.

period along with justification and explanation »s to why 
ordering could not he completed within the initial validity 
period. Such requests for extension in the ordering period

(b) In the case of contracts entered into against an 
import licence whose values is the rupee equivalent of DM 
1 million or less (calculated at the exchange rate notified 
by the Depaitment of Revenue (Customs), the approval of 
the contracts will not be specifically, intimated to the 
importer. Once the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs have forwarded the contract documents 
to Lhe KiW under intimation to the importer, he may proceed 
as if the contract has been approved by the KfW also unless 
the KfW raises any objection subsequently in which event 
the importer will be informed suitably.

Section. 2 : Special points to be kept in view concluding 
purchases contracts. 

2, (i) The contract price should invariably be expicsscJ in 
the currency of the country in which the foreign snpp ici 
is situated. The contract price should be firm and final and 
no provision .for any escalation would be permitted. If any 
commission is payable to an Indian Agent of the foreign 
supplier it must be distinctly shown in the contract as an 
Item of cost payable in Indian rupees in India and the net 
amount payable to the foreign supplier in foreign currency 
should therefore he shown exclusive of such Indian Agent's 
commission. For the purpose of calculating the value in 
foreign exchange upto which purchase orders can be p’accd 
against the import licence, the value of the import licence 
should be computed at the rate of exchange notified by the 
Department of Revenue (Customs) under Section 15 of the 
Customs Act 1962 and indicated in (he import licence as pei 
para 2 of the Public Notice No. 78-ITC(PN)/74 dated 6th 
June, 1974 issued by the Chief Controller of Imports and 
Exports. 

(ii) Supply orders should be placed cither on CIF or on 
C&F basis in the case of private sector importers. In the 
case of public sector importers the orders should be placed' 
only on C&F basis. 


(c) In the case of contracts entered into against an import 
licence whose value is for an amount exceeding the rupee 
equivalent of DM 1 million Jcalculated at the rate of ex¬ 
change notified by the Department of Revenue (Customs)], 
the approval of the KfW will he first obtained by the Govi. 
of India, Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic 
Affairs and specifically communicated to the Indian importer 
and until then the contracts should be treated as provisional. 
For the, purpose 3 copies of Lhe purchase contract along 

with a certificate (in triplicate) that orders have been placed 

after obtaining comparable bids from foreign suppliers are 
required to be sent by the Indian importers to the Ministry 
of Finance. Department of Economic Affairs, (EEC-1 
Section. Room No, 69, North Block) within a fortnight 
from the date of conclusion of the purchase contract. 

(vi) Where contract is placed on CIF basis and accordingly 
the foreign supplier takes out the marine insurance, the 
foreign supplier should arrange to take out insurance in 
a freely convertible currency and obtain an undertaking 

from tile insurance company concerned that payment if 

any arising out of insurance claims would be made directly 
m DM to KfW (Ac/No. 5040911)0 with Deutsche Bundes¬ 
bank, Frankfurt/Main). 

(vii(Where contracts arc placed on C&F basis the marine 
insurance should lie taken out with an Indian insurance 
company and the premium should accordingly be paid in 
Indian Rupees. However the Indian importer should obtain 
the following undertaking from the Indian insurance company 
and ftimhh it (in triplicate) to the Department of Economic 
Affairs, Ministry of Finance /(REC-1 Section) along with the 
contract documents :— 

‘‘We shall make remittance in foreign currency to the 
overseas suppliers for any replacement, that may 
be necessitated by loss or damage to goods.” 

(viii) As the contracts are required to be placed either 
on CIF basis or on C&F basis as per para 2(i) above, 
the foreign suppliers should be made responsible to pay 
the freight charges in foreign currency, eve n where Indian 
ships are used. In no circumstances the freight charges 
should be paid In Indian rupees. 


(iii) It should clearly be understood that the purchase con¬ 
tracts under the import licence should be placed after obtaining 
comparable bids from overseas suppliers. In this connection, 
it may be noted that the Indian importer is free to import 
from any country of his choice, as approved by the Capital 
Goods Committee of the Government of India. 

i(iv) Minimum value of eligible contract.—provided that 
the aggregate value of purchase contracts under an import

This is how¬ 
ever subject to the condition prescribed in nan 2fxiii) Mow 
in respect of purchase contracts under an import licence the 
value of which does not exceed the rupee equivalent of DM 
1 million. 

(v)(a) The purchase contract under the import licence 
is required to be s-'ecificnllv approved b' the G--»’ernrrent 
of India the Krcditnnrtall fur Wiederaufbau (KfW) (the 
West German Bank Develonmcnt Loan Corporation through 
which the West German Capital Goods Credit of DM 44 
million has been mnde available) and therefore should 
Incorporate a specific clause to this effect in the purchase 
contract. 


(ix) Faymenls to foreign suppliers against the licence will 
be made by rneaas of a ‘Special’ letter of credit as explained 
in Section UI below and no remittance facility will be per¬ 
mitted against the import licence for this purpose. 

fx) As regards transportation of goods purchased against 
lhe import licence the party responsible for arranging ship- 
meiff of the goods under the purchase contract will be lree 
to choose the carriers. Shipment can be made from the 
country in which suppliers arc situated or from a third coun- 
tiy. 


,XI 1 contracts whose value exceeds DM 1 million in 
the case of purchases from the Federal Republic of Germany 
including Lond Berlin or t in the case of from other 

countries, for contracts the DM equivalent of whose value 
exceeds DM 1 million, the purchase contracts should provide 
lor furnishing of performance guarantee by the foreign supp¬ 
lier in regard to the performance of the goods supplied. (In 
the case of other contracts, namely for contracts whose value 
is less than the limit indicated above, the Indian importer 
is free to decide the question whether or not he needs a 
performance guarantee from the foreign supplier). The form 
of the ncrfoimancp guarantee can however be settled by the 
Indian importer with the foreign supplier bv mutual consent 
rt Should, however, be ensured by the Indian importer that 
payments, if any. due to him from the foreign supplier arising 
from the Performance guarantee stipulations should be made

of the foreign supplier’s confirmation thereto, duly 
signed by the Importer and Suppliers respectively or 
photo copies thereof. Attested copies or the orders 
placed on the Indian Agents and confirmed by such 
agents are not acceptable. 

OR 

Three copies of the purchase contract duly signed 
by both the Indian importer and the foreign supplier 
or photo copies thereof. Attested copies of the 
orders placed on the Indian Agents and confirmed 
by such Agents are not acceptable ; 

(ii) A request (in triplicate) for issue of Letter of Autho¬ 
rity in the form prescribed in Annexurc-II. 

(iii) A Bank Guarantee in the prescribed form as in 
Annexure-III from an Indian Bank authorised to 
deal in foreign exchange, (hot applicable in the 
case of Public Sector imports); 

(iv) In the case of C&F contract, three copies of the 
undertaking from the Indian insurance company vide 
para 2(vii) above; 

(v) A certificate in triplicate vide pura 2(iii) above that 
orders have been placed after obtaining comparable 
bids from foreign supplier ; and 

(vi) A certificate that no further contracts will be placed 
under licence vide para 2(xiii) above. 

(b) In respect of contracts against import licence whose value 

exceeds the rupee equivalent of DM 1 million. 

In addition to the contract document"- furnished earlier 
(in respect of which KfW’s approval will have been obtained 
bv the Ministrv of Finance. (Department of Economic Affairs) 
vide nara 2(v)(c) above, the following documents should be 
submitted : 

(i) A request (in duplicate) for the issue of Letter of 
Authority in the foim prescribed in Anncxure-II, 


(ii) A Bank Guarantee in the prescribed form as in An- 

ncxure-III from an Indian bank authorised to deal 
in foreign exchange, (not applicable in the case of 
Public Sector imports); and 

(iii) In the case of C&F contract, three copies of the 

underlaking from the Indian insurance company 
vide para 2(vii) above. 

(ii) It is clarified that in the case of public sector imports, 
no bank guarantee is required. 

(iii) Opening of Letter of Credit.—Letter of Credit can be 
opened on the strength of the Letter of Authority on any one 
of the following 8 commercial banks in West Germany designat¬ 
ed for this purpose 

(i) The Baycrische Vercinsbank, Munich. 

(ii) The Commerz Bank A.G. Frankfurt. 

(iii) The Deutsche Bank A.G. Hamburg. 

(iv) The Dresdncr Bank A.G., lungfernstief, Hamburg. 

(v) Berliner Handles Gasell-schaft Frankfurter Bank, 

(vi) State Bank of India, Frankfurt. 

(vii) Vereins-Und-West Bank, Hamburg. 

(viii) Bunk fur Gemeins-Wirtschaft (Bfg). 

The importers (both in the public sector and private sec¬ 
tors) and their bankers should specifically indicate the Bank 
selected by them out of the eight banks mentioned in para 
3(iii) above. 

(iv) Failure to make the request for issue of Letter of 
Authority within a fortnight (a) from the date of placement 
of firm orders in the case of orders against an import licence 
whose value is the rupee equivalent of DM 1 million or less 
or (b) from Ihe date of communication of approval of con¬ 
tract by the Ministry of Finance, Department of Economic 
Affairs in the case of contracts against an import licence whose 
value exceeds the rupee equivalent of DM 1 million, as the 
case may be, may be deemed to be a violation of the Import 
Control Regulations. 

(v) Bank Guarantee!—amount for which it should be exe¬ 
cuted. 

The Bank Guarantee, where necessary, should be for an 
amount representing the rupee equivalent of the amount in 
foreign exchange for which the Letter of Authority is sought 
plus 1 per cent of that amount towards incidental and commit¬ 
ment charges and in addition interest and Other charges as 
mentioned in Annexure-V. The prevailing rate of conversion 
shall be at the exchange rate notified by the Department of 
Revenue (Customs) under Section 15 of Customs Act. 1962 
and indicated in the import licence as per para 2 of Public 
Notice No. 78-ITC(PN)/74 dated 6th June. 1974. This rate 
is meant only for purpose of arriving at the value of bank 
guarantee to be furnished by the importer. For purposes of 
making rupee deposits into Government account towards the 
foreign exchange cost of imports made under (be licence the 
rupee equivalent will have to be worked out at the composite 
rate for the D.M. amounts spent by the designated commer¬ 
cial banks in West Germany in arranging payments to the 
foreign suppliers i.e. either in DM if the foreign supplier 
is situated in West Germany (including Land Berlin) or the 
DM amount for effecting payment in the currency of any 
other country in which the foreign supplier is located, in 
terms of the Public Notice No. 15-lTC(PN)/72 dated 
28th January. 1972 and Public Notice No. 108-lTC(PN)/72 
dated 21st July, 1972 and 8-TTC(PN)/76 dated 17th. January, 
1976 as amended from time to time. Any change in this 
regard will be notified as and when necessary. 

(vi) Issue of Letter of Authority. 

if the documents specified in paia 3(i) above are found 
to be in order, the Ministry of Finance (Controller of Aid 
Accounts & Audit), Department of Fconomic Affairs, UCO 
Bonk Building, Parliament Street, New Delhi will issue a 
letter of aulhority lo the designated commercial Bank in 
West Germany^ (as in Annexure-IV) authorising payment 
upto the specified amount to the foreign suppliers on the 
basis of a “special” letter of credit to be opened by the im¬ 
porter’s bank in Tndia on the nominated commercial bank in 
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West Germany. A copy of such authorisation will be sent

(vii) The “Special” Letter of Credit on the designated com¬ 
mercial Bank in West Germany should be opened within 
thirty days from the dale of the issue of Letter of Authority 
under intimation to the Controller of Aid Accounts & Audit, 
Department of Economic Affairs, Ministry of Finance, UCO 
Bank Buildings, Parliament Street, New Delhi. Otherwise the 
Letter of Authority already issued will be deemed to be no 
longer valid. 

fviii) The payments to the foreign suppliers will be made 
by the designated Commercial Bank in West Germany on 
collection of requisite documents and statements. Even where 
the foreign supplier is situated in a country other than the 
Federal Republic of Germany (including Land Berlin) the 
the negotiation and payment of documents would be done by 
the designated commercial bank in West Germany. The desig¬ 
nated commercial bank In West Germany will obtain reim¬ 
bursement of the DM amounts from the West German authori¬ 
ties. In the case of supplies by countries other than the Fede¬ 
ral Republic of Germany, the designated commercial bank in 
West Germany will obtain reimbursement from the West 
Gorman authorities of the amounts in DM spent by it to make 
the payments to the overseas suppliers in (he currency of the 
country in which they are located. 

(ix) Incidental Bank charges incurred by the both for pay¬ 
ment in the Federal Republic of Germany as well as for ar¬ 
ranging the payment in third country wherever applicable will 
be remitted by the concerned bank in India to the designated 
commercial bank in West Germany through the normal bank¬ 
ing channel without affecting the Government of India’s ac¬ 
count. 

Seetion IV—Responsibility for Rupees Deposits Into Govern¬ 
ment Account 

(i) The original shipping documents should invariably 
be forwarded by the designated commercial Bank in West 
Germany both in the case of imports from West Germany in¬ 
cluding Land Berlin and other countries, to the concerned 
bank in India who should, within 10 days of the receipt of the 
documents, release these negotiable set of documents to the
